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Neither Cook et al. nor Diebold teach or suggest Applicants' claimed soluble 
metal oxide comprising a plurality of metal oxide crystallites, each crystallite 
comprising a plurality of metal and oxygen moieties, an inner organic binding group 
attached to at least one metal moiety of a metal oxide crystallite particle, and an 
organic outer binding group attached to at least one inner organic binding group, 
wherein the metal moiety is selected from the group consisting of tin and titanium.
